The use of this method has become 
well established throughout the world 
In fact, st> important is transfusion 
now that Russians have developed & 
method of taking blood otlt of the 
bodies of normal persons who have 
died in accidents, and preserving this 
blood in jars for use ht transfusions in 
hospitals throughout the country. 


Brifely, blood trafiSfUSion is the ad- 


dition of a part of the blood of a heal 
thy persoift to the cifeulation of a per- 
son who needs that blood.

Unfortunately, in these early at- 


tempts there Were occasional sudden 
fatalities. Some time later" it was found 


»- that failure in the early attempts was 


due to the presence in the blood of 
orte person of factors Which reacted 
unfavorably on the blood of another. 
In such cases blood transfusion would 
be* followed by a sudden clotting or by 
a sudden breaking up of the blood 
elements, which resulted seriously. 


As a result of modern investigations, 


these factors have been recognized 
ind standardized. It is now possible 
to test the blood of the donor and that 
of the patient to determine whether 
the transfusion may be given safely. 


There are various ways of transfus- 


ing blood. In earlier days surgeons 
sewed the vein of one person to the 
artery of another and permitted the 
blood to run from the artery into the 
vein. Then systems were developed 
fof connecting the Vein of one person 
to the artery of another by means of a 
glass or rubber tube. 


A more recent and simple method is 


to draw the blood out of the vein of 
one person with a specially prepared 
needle and syringe, and then to trans- 
fer the syringe to a needle put into the 
vein of the person who is to receive 
.he blood. The blood then is injected 
slowly into the body of the recipient. 


Mechanical devices have been devel- 


oped whereby the blood runs out of the 
donor's vein into a receptacle; then, 
)y turning a stopcock, it is permitted 
o run out of this receptacle into the 
ein of the person receiving the blood. 
3ractically all these methods still are 
used in occasional cases, but today the

I am going to have some criticism on

But this determination to 
keep alert and to keep working to- 
ward knowledge and values is some- 
thing apart from ihe purely mental 
processes.

I am impatient with people who

Who substitute anger for real defiance, 
or admission. Who feel sorry for them- 
selves when they fill up with wishful 
thinking, and get so jealous they can't 
move.

the boat in our schools and colleges. 1 
am a bit weary of books and facts. 


Teach Alertness 


What we need is to accent character 


and to get out of this everlasting groove 
of letting others think for us. I think 
and spread the news. Well, I never 
ask anybody to take my word for it. 
I try to knit all the character-making 
ingredients and leave it to others to 
form their own conclusions. 


This is my idea of education. I think 


that we must teach children to use the 
hidden springs of 
self-development. 


They need to be taught alertness first 
of all. And briskness of physical and 
mental action. They are too prone to 
alibis. They must learn to take criti- 
cism and get away from the alibi. They 
should be taught to try their best, re- 
gardless of their I. Q. Half are asleep 
on their feet, or looking for cushions. 


Life is work. Work well done brings 


content. It does not always bring re- 
ward. This has to be learned. A pity, 
but not to be changed by self sorrow.

The 
answer I leave to the schools them- 
selves. Not one tenth of education is 
digested or used.

The witness was Vladimir Romm, 


arrested after his return from Wash- 
ington last summer and implicated in 
the admitted conspiracy, allegedly de- 
signed to restore capitalism with Ger- 
man-Japanese 
aid by • Karl Radeg, 


former editor of Izveslia and chief of 
the 17 defendants. 


Romm said he carried five letters 


from Radek to Leon Trotzky, exiled 
Bolshevist leader, discussed the sit- 
uation in a dark alley near a Paris 
park with Trotzky, and agreed to be- 
come the latter's undercover 
infor- 


mant while serving as Izvestia cor- 
respondent in Washington—but was 
unable to do so because of "circum 
stances." 


(Trotzky, now in Mexico City, de- 


nied the Moscow charges. He said he 
heard Saturday night "for the first 
time" the name of Romm, and that his 
last contact with Radck was in 1928.) 


Radek was called to the stand to 


confirm Romm's testimony, and did s<

exception. "Stalin anc 


Voroshiloff were not mentioned i 
the first letter." 


Radek said the plot included: 
Plans to sabbotage the Soviet rail-- 


way system and to assure the nation's 
defeat in case of war with Japan and 
Germany.

"Death Rays" Now 
Are Photographer 


But Fiction Is Only Fic- 


tion—Range of Ray Is 


Only One Foot 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE

NEW YORK.—The "big rays" of sci- 


ence, basis for fiction's "death" anc 
gravitation-defying rays, are begin- 
ning to become visible for the firs 
time in photography. 


Fiction is far ahead of fact. The 


longest visible ray of science is 2. 
c 


centimeters, just under one foot^ It is 
also the newest. 


This lay was photographed at the 


radiation laboratory of the University 
of California, directed by Dr. Ernest 
O. Lawrence. It is a brilliant laven- 
der beam. Its shape, in the air, is al- 
most a perfect baseball bat. 


Conies Out cf Box 


It is made of deuterons. These are 


particles whose existence was un- 
known until four years ago. They are 
the secret of heavy water. They are 
the kernels of nuclei, of heavy hydro- 
gen, 
the hydrogen of double normal 


weight, which when combined with 
uxygeii makes heavy water. 


This lavender ray emerges from a 


platinum window, in u metal box, lying 
Between the poles of an 80-ton mag- 
ict. The ray is driven out of the win- 
low by energy equal to five and a half 
million volts of electricity. The great 
magnet and box are a "cyclotron," 
where the particles are whirled around 
until they emerge as a visible ray. 


Not Instantly Fatal 


This ray will disintegrate atoms. But 


it will not disintegrate with any vis- 
ible speed n particle of matter big en- 
ough to see. It is dangerous to man, 
could even cause death, but not at a 
touch. Its effects would appear like a 
bum. 


Rays with far greater energy have 


been photographed lately at the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology. But 
they are atomic in si/e. They cannot 
yet even be seen in the air, although 
they exist there. 


These rays are single tracks, in a 


cloud chamber, cosmic ray meter, de- 
veloped under direction of Dr. Robert 
A. Millikan. The tracks are atomic 
particles. Cosmic rays set them off by 
hitting, and exploding single atoms. 


Like Fireworks 


In these :,till atomic-size rays lie the 


huge enegies depicted by fiction, pro- 
vided there is anywhere a reservoir for 
such rays. The part of the atom from 
which the particles come is held to- 
gether by a force about one million 
times as strong as gravitation. The 
force has been measured, but its nature 
is a mystery, except that it seems to be 
electrical. 


The rays in Dr. Millikan's metal 


boxes bounce and swirl like July 
Fourth massed fireworks. They are 
like baseball* bounced off invisible 
barns. By studying the tracks of mil- 
lions of baseballs, anyone would form 
some idea of the size, shape and struc-

End of Center Jump

NEW YORK.-Wi—The center tap-

In fact, the "jump," already elimin- 


ated from international play, probably 
will be legislated out of the American 
game when this country's rules group 
meets in April, says Jim Tobin, veteran 
New York official and chairman of 
the international rules committee. 


Tobin has just returned from last 


summer's Olympic games in Berlin. 
He was held over there until now be- 
cause of the International Amateur 
Basketball Federation Congress 
on 


which he gave the United States its 
first repiesentation this year. 


He has come home not only with the 


championship of the rules committee, 
but also almost complete say-so in set- 
ting up the rules which will govern 
international play, including Olympic 
competition, in future. 


"The new rules," he explains, "make 


the international game conform gen- 
erally to the American style of play. 


"In future Olympics, our teams won't 


be handicapped by the antiquated 
rules which were used in last sum- 
mer's Olympics in Germany. They 
had the American players mystified, 
although we won the championship." 


In addition to the center tap elimina- 


tion, Tobin said, other rule changes 


decided at the international committee 
meeting included: 


1—Adoption of the American ten- 


second rule, preventing "freezing" of 
the ball by a team leading in the late 
minutes of the game. 


2—Use of two officials—umpire and 


referee—as in the American game, in- 
stead of one, a.s was employed in the 
'3G Olympics. 


3—Permission for each team to make 


five .substitutions, instead of two, as 
wa.s the old Olympic rule.

For several seasons, western teams 


in the United States have fought for 
the center tap liinination. The last 
tine it came up for a rules committee 
vote, it lost out by a elose margin. As 
a result of the step taken by the inter- 
national group, Tobin said he is con- 
fident it won't see light of another 
season. 


Instead of "jumping center" after a 


score, Tobin explained, the referee will 
put the ball in play by giving it to a 
member of the scored-upon team, to 
throw in from the end-court line under 
his own basket.

Once 
in the schoolroom, he would open the 
box, distribute his crayfish in strategic 
spots, and watch them wriggle. 


If that recalls Crutchfield to you. 


you might be interested to know that, 
since his crayfish days, the sandy- 
haired tyke, Charles, has gone up in 
the world rather fost—or better, he 
has gone out, into, and over the world 
at a great pace. In fact, Charles' 
voice and personality 
are known 


wherever there is a radio receiving 
set in the South, and it wouldn't even 
be exaggerating to say that his circle 
of acquaintance takes in most of the 
United States. Crutchfield is, you see, 
one of the ace announcers of the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System, and he 
has not yet turned 25 years of age. 


Handled Inauguration 


The latest signal honor to come to 


Hope's rambling native puts him in 
the spotlight of national and interna- 
tional news for a day. Wednesday,

20, Crutchfield handled a

Spartenburg in 1930, after getting out 
of Wofford College. Soon he had a 
regular job at the station and, for- 
getting the easy, lazy life of a col- 
lege Knppa Sigma frat boy, he delved 
into his duties as a serious, hard- 
working young man determined to 
get somewhere. Leaving the Spartan- 
burg job after a year, Crutchfleld 
worked successively at Columbia, S. 
C., Augusta, Gii., Charleston, S. C., and 
Greensboro, N. C., all within the space 
of two years. All the time, however, 
he was climbing into better and better 
jobs. 


At Charlotte Station 


The goal of his early ambition was 


reached in 1934, when he was taken 
onto the announcing staff of WBT, 
50,000 watt station of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System.
